REMARKS/ ARGUMENTS 



The Applicants thank the Examiner for her courtesy in discussing the Final Office Action 
and confirming that the Final Office Action appears to have been issued in error. Further to this 
discussion, the Office Action has finally rejected all presently pending claims based on non- 
statutory double patenting relative to U.S. Patent No. 6,650,890. Applicants have previously 
(10/1 1/2005) submitted a terminal disclaimer relative to the 4 890 patent, and this terminal 
disclaimer has already been accepted by the USPTO.
